A Nerve Disease

A P A IN F U L condition of the 
face known as trigem inal neural­ 
gia is one of those stubborn dis­ 
orders which may require opera­ 
tion for relief. 
Just w hat causes this disorder 
it not definitely known. It has been 
treated 
by 
injections of 
large 
amounts of vitamin B-complex, by 
cutting a part of the fifth nerve 
which supplies the face structures, 
and by injections of alcohol along 
the nerve. 
Doctors M ay nard M urray and 
Eileen 
O ’Ferrell 
of 
Cincinnati 
think th at trigem inal neuralgia, or 
tic douloureux as it sometimes is 
called, may be due to irritation of 
the fifth nerve as a result of poi­ 
soning from infection of the teeth 
or the bones surrounding the teeth. 
This infection may come from de­ 
cay ed 
teeth or from 
the bone 
known as the alveolar bone which 
surrounds the teeth. The infection 
may extend into the jawbone itself 
in some instances. These phy si­ 
cians state th a t a careful exam ina­ 
tion of the mouth structures will 
help to tell just w hat treatm ent 
will be needed in these instances. 
When the gums are reddened and 
swrollen, when there are areas of 
bone which are tender, or when pa­ 
tients complain of discomfort due 
to ill-fitting plates some ty pe of 
surgical procedure may be neces­ 
sary . None of these things occur 
when 
the 
bone 
structures 
are 
healthy and free from infection. 
Twenty -five patients with tic 
douloureaux who had been pre­ 
viously treated medically , surgi­ 
cally or by the dentist without ob­ 
taining 
perm anent 
relief 
were 
studied. 
Following 
their 
treat­ 
ment, which consisted of removal 
of the alveolar bone plus the ex­ 


traction of decay ed teeth when 
needed, all of the patient* became 
free from sy mptoms for a period 
of four months to four y ears. 
In trigem inal neuralgia there 
are attacks of pain in the face 
which may be so severe as to be 
disabling. The attacks come on at 
frequent intervals and in some 
cases strong drugs are needed to 
give even tem porary relief. 
Of those patients studied by 
Doctors 
M urray 
and 
O ’Ferrell 
many had taken large doses of 
salicy lates and narcotics. Many 
had had teeth extracted without 
any relief of their sy mptoms. In 
the patients studied the right side 
of the face was affected more fre­ 
quently than the left. 
These doctors think th a t injec­ 
tions of alcohol along the nerve 
just give tem porary relief from 
the acute pain and are not cura­ 
tive. On the other hand, the perm a­ 
nent relief which was obtained by 
surgical removal of the alveolar 
tissue and the pulling of decay ed 
teeth seems to indicate to them 
th at the cau« e of trigem inal neu­ 
ralgia lies in poisoning of the 
nerve or direct infection of the 
nerve. Furtherm ore, the source of 
this infection is in the teeth or the 
infected 
bone 
of 
the 
alveolar 
structures around the teeth. 
It would appear worthwhile for 
e \ .r y person who has trigem inal 
neuralgia to have 
h careful study 
made of the mouth structures so 
th at any abnormal conditions may ­ 
be treated. 
Q U ESTIO N S AND A NSW ERS 
E. K .:— W hat can be done to 
make fine hair grow? Brushing 
does not help.
